TITK SECESSIONISTS— THEIR PROMISES AND PER 
F 'RMA.NCE9— THB CONDITI >N INTO WHICH 
THET HAVE BROCOHT THE COCNTRT— THE 
REMEDY, ETC. 

Mr Editor: There is, so far as I remem- 
oer, no war to be met with in history entire'y 
acalagous to the one now raging between the 
North and the South. Thai produced by an 
attempt on the part of three of the Swiss Can- 
tons to separate themselves from the Confed 
eration, a lew years sine*-, In some resp*cts, 
res-mbles it most nearly. That attempt, it 
will be remembered, was arrested, and the 
rebellious Cantons speedily reduced to sub- 
mission by the arms of the Confnderecy. It Is 
frequently com. ared to our old R volutiotiary 
struggle with the mother coun ry, bu' tnere 
is scarcely an analogy betweea the two cases 
The thirteen Colonies were not like the Sou.h 
ern States, equal in politi al ng- ts witn the 
other States of the British Empire. Tfcey 
possessed no sovereign power whatever. Thty 
were not, as we were, en ltled to representa- 
tion in the common Parliament of the B hi b 
Union, but were m-re Colonies — mere de- 
pendencies upon the mother country. Iu an 
evil hour the administration of George Gren 
vil e, aud afterwards that of Lord North, at- 
tempted to imp >se a tax upon the Coloniee. 
This oppression was resin, d, and the resist- 
ance was made 'he pretext for other oppros 
sions more unjust still. The Colonies c n 
unued their resistance in a constitutional way 
for nearly ten years, by representations, re 
monstrances and petitions for the redress of 
grievances, but all in vain. At length they 
took up arms, with the avowed object of en- 
forcing suca redress They solemnly dis- 
claimed all Intentions of separation from lhn 
parent Siate, tor ih« y were as loyal Id their 
feelings of attachment to the British Consti- 
tution as were the inhabitants of Surry or 
Cornwall. This resolute step they confl 
dently expected woulr- procure the de ircd 
redress ; but the advice ef all the ablest 
Statesmen ot that age— of Chatham, of 
Camden, of BurEe, of Fox, of Rocking- 
ham and others, were thrown away 
upon the narrow-minded monarch and 
the bigoted ministry which then swayed the 
destluies ot the British Empire. Still in hope, 
they continued the struggle for one whole 
year. At length the British Parliament de- 
clared the colonies out of the protection ot 
the parent State. And then at last, no other 
course was lef but to declare their Independ- 
ence, and defend it if need be with their 
life's blood. The battle of Lexington was 
fought on the 19 h of ApifL 1775, and on the 
l,th of April, 1TTO, the Provincial Cjweress of 
North Carolina tl empo*cred their d legues 
in Congress to concur with the delegatee of 
the other Colonies in declaring independence 
a d forming foreign alliances," and on the 
15 h of the followlt g menth Virginia, through 
her Convention, instructed her delegatee iq 
the Continental Congress ''to propose to that 
body to declare the United Colonies free a d 
independent States, absolved from a'l alle- 
ia- ee to, or Independence on, the Crown or 
P rbament of Great B.haio," and on the 4th 
of July foil wing the ever memorable Decla- 
ration was m ide. 

But how different has been the course of the 
Seeessionints. 1 hey seem to have resolved 
yean a g° that the Union should be de- 
stroyed, and thru to have set themeelyet 
to work to forge such grievances as 
wi uld seem to give tbem a decent pre- 
t xt for the accumpltsnment of their pre- 
medita ed sehem «.

obstructed the ex cuiion of the Fugitive

main in the Union, while Smth Carolina, the 
State which set the biU in motl >n, perhaps 
never lost a Slav*. But it must be borne in 
mind that no act of tha Natiot-al Goveramen' 
constituted any part of their grievances. Th y 
d ; d not pre'end that any act of Congress in- 
fringed their rights, and the decision of tbe 
8cprerae Court were mainly such as they 
would themselves have made. Nay, even at 
the very time of Mr. Lincoln's inaugurition, 
if the Cotton 8tates had allow their Senators 
and Representatives to remain, ih*y would 
have had a decided majority in both Houses 
of Congress in fivor of ihe extension of slave- 
ry, and in opposition to the policy of the party 
which elected him. 

The great cause of complaint was. that a 
man opposed to the extension of slavery in 
tbe Territories had been elected President of 
the United States, according to the formj of 
the Constl.ution, which he was sworn to de- 
fend snd protect, aud who disclaimed any 
other than constitutional means in the ac- 
complishment of his otj cU. Und; r such 
circumstances it seems that if they ha>i 
labored under any real grievance, their course 
was plain. Tbey should have taken the course 
of ur revolutionary fathers. When the States 
assembled in Convention, instead of proceed- 
ing at once to declare tbeir Independent) — 
for tne idea of seeessioi, peaceib'.y tf right, 
S'»nn, as Publiui says, to have exp oaed 
*ud g'ven up the gbost— srould c eir- 
ly and concisely have i>uted wbtU^j 
uielr grievances were, and demand- p» 
ed redress In respectlul yet firm an i decided 
t-rtus They sbould have -xhiu^ted every 
constitu^ion-il meaaa of obtaining guaran- 
tees — if any were needed — by reoresrntstion, 
by remonstrance, by petition; and failing in 
all these, they sbould have <!oae as our revo- 
lutionary sires did— i «.. fliht in the Union 
for their rLshU uutll they were driven out of 
it. Such a course would have pr cured for 
us, as 1. did for cur fathers, the re pect, ;he 
sympathy, and the assistance of other tati me. 
Instead ot that, we have not a Mend in Eu- 
rope. But such was not the c urse wh en 
these — in their own estimation— wise s*ate - 
men chose to pursue Wuea such a course 
was suggested or r omnvmd^d to :h m ifc«j 
evided it by along listot magnificent ^rotin-es, 
which looked >o splendid as ainiosi to dazzle 
the mind *ub the>r brilliancy.

North wonld give us no guarantee in the 
slavery question. I have before stated tha* 
no one o( the conventions • f the a vert co ton 
S ate 1 * ever demanded any guarantee whatever. 
Nay, they eve«> re used to accept cf say if 
tbeir f, lends of the boniur Slates would pro- 
cure it for them. 

The Legislature of North Carolina, at its 
r.gular session iu January, 1861, adopted 
resolu'lons appointing commissioners to the 
peace Congress at Washington City, and also 
to the Convention which a-sembled at Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, in Ft bruary, 1861, for the 
purpose of adopting a C<>n*t tutlon, and es- 
tablishing a Provisional Government for the 
Confederate States of America. Oa the mo- 
tion of the writer ol this, the resolution ap- 
po'ntirg commissioners to Montgomery was 
amended so as to instruct them "to act ony as 
nudiatorx, and use every eff >r. possible »o e- 
store the Uui -n upon "the basis of the Crit- 
tenden proposi.ions as modified by the 
L> gLlatiire cf Virginia " Tne commis- 
sioners under these instructions wtre 
the Hon. D. L Swan, General W. Ran- 
som, and John L. Bridget*, Esq., who, upon 
tbeir returs, submitted a rep >rt to his Ex- 
cellency, Giv. Ellis, which w« by htm laid 
bjfore the Legislature, aud was printed among 
the leglslativs documents of taat year, where 
it miy be consulted. In this report taey say 
tna shey had the most ample opportuniU-s of 
.sceruiuing public opinion on tne Cott <n 
States, and taen add: "We regret to be co • 
strained to state, as the result of oar inquiries^ 
made under such circumstances, that only a 
v ry decided minority cf the community in 
th< ee tsalai ar disposed, at present, to enter- 
tain favorably any proposition of adjustment 
which looks toward a reconstruction of our 
^iitioual Union. In this s'ate of things we 
ave tot deemea it onr duty to at end any of the 
s t;et sessions of the Congress. Tne resolu- 
tions of the General Assembly are upon tha 
tabie of the Con<res«, and having submitted 
them as a peace offering, we Would poorly 
perform the dmies assigned to us by entering 
into d aenskions which wou d serve only to 
enkindle strife." 

But it wi l be said that these guarantees 
c u d not have b- en obtained from he Nor h. 
Th s I admit to be true, and only produce 
th.s pitc; ot history to prove that whatever 
■,Llu have been obtained, nothing would 
have been accepted.

While srjch ia,e ueen Ibi-ir promL%ei, what 
have been their performances' Instead of se- 
cession being peaca:>ble, as th y promised ihal 
it would, it has given rise to suru a. war as has 
never belore desolated auy country, since the 
barbarians oi the North overran the Roman 
tmpire. 

So tar from the war's ending in six months, 
as tbey said it would, should it ensue, it has 
alreudy lasted more than two years , and il 
their policy is to be pursued, it will last more 
than two years longer ; and, notwithstanding 
their predictions, the Yankees have fought on 
many occasion i with a epi r it and determina-

And Maryland ha? not jilueu the Contcder icy, 
nor his Kentucky nor Missouri tret realiy 
b en wito us. 8 avery has not only not been

•ct of emancipation and Ma'yland is rra .y to

movement, and even for some time alter 
U h id commenced a most mild and beneficent 
uoveruineut compared with the central i 
Ism at Richmond, under which we are now 
living. 

Instead of an early and permanent es'ab 
lishment of the "wealthiest and best Govern 
meni in the world, with unbounded credit," 
wbat have we got? Iu spite ot all the vict - 
nes which they profess to have obtained over 
the Yankees, they have lost the States of Mis 
souri, Kentucky, Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana, 
M ssissippi, and Tennessee, and in my hum- 
ble opinion have lost them forever; and, in all 
probability, Alabama will booh be added to 
toe number. This will leave the Confederacy 
but five S ates out of the original thirteen; and 
of these five tbe Yankees have possession of 
many of tbe most important points, and one- 
third of their territory. So far the Yankees have 
never tailed to hold every place oi importance 
which they have taken, and present Indica- 
tions are, that Charleston will soon be added 
to the number. The campaign of General Lee 
Into Pennsylvania has undoubtedly proved a 
fa lure, and with It the last hope ot conquer- 
ing a peace by a successful Invasion of the 
enemy's country. Our army has certainly 
been very much weakened and dispirited by 
this tailure and the tall of Vicksburg, and how 
lona evtn Richmond will be safe ne one can 
tell. As the Richmond Enquirer said some 
timi ago, "They are slowly bat surtlu g*ini< g 
upon ui, acre by acre, mue by mil*, and uu 
leas Providence interposes in oar netuli— of 
whi eft. I see no Indications— we win, at no 
great distance ottlme, be asubjagated people. 

As to our unbounded credit based upon the 
security of King Cotton, It Is unnecessary to 
spe<k When wesee oue of the most i: flaen- 
tial Sutes la the Confederacy discrediting a 
very lar^e port of the Confederate cu rency, 
and tne°Coniedtrate Government itself repu 
dialing, to some extent, its most solemn ob- 
ligations, we cannot but suppo-e thst the con 
lideuce of otner natiOLS in the gooo faith and 
credit of this Governmeut is small indeed. 
As regards their promiae "t » go to the war 
and spill the last drop of their ulood In tne 
cause of their beloved South," 1 wul say 
noining. Everybody knows how the Seces 
sionlsts of North Carolina have kept tbat 
promise. Everybody knows that the leaders,

Such being the condition Into which they 
have brought the country, the question pre- 
sents itstir, "Is there any remedy ?" A lull, 
complete and adequate remedy there Is no', 
for what can restore the loved ones lent — re- 
pair at once the desolation or remove imme- 
diately the mourning from our land? Y t 
there ia a remedy which, with the helping 
hand of time, will accomplish much, very 
much Indeed, and which, with the energy that 
usually follows desolating wars, will, perhaps, 
remove most of its traces in a naif cen- 
tury. This remedy is peace — spkbot pkacb ! 
Bat they say that we sre so suuited that 
no proposition for peace can be mode by us; 
tbat having proclaimed o&r iadepead< nee, we 
must fight until it is voluntarily acknowl- 
edged by the United Sutes, or until we are 
completely, subjugeUed.

rop ? But if independence cannot be ob- 
tained, then they are for any terms that are 
honorable — any terms that do not degrade ue. 
TDey would be willing to compromise up *n 
the amendment proposed by Mr. C >rwin, from 
tbe Comm.ttee of Twenty -3tx, perpetuating 
slavery in the States to wnich I have before 
alluded But in what preche w.y overtures 
sh ill be made, or th m vement Inaugurated, 
I leave to wiser men aod abler sutetmen 
than myself to propose. I would, however, 
suggest to the people to elect meor- 
b . rs to the next Congress who are in favor of 
an armistice ot six mombs,and in ihe mean time 
of submitting all matters in dispute to a 
convention of delegates from all tte S'ates 
North and South, the delegates to be elected by 
the people themselves, in such manner <* may be 
a - rtee u ou by the two parties. Others mere 
are who desire that the people of North 
Carolina should be consulted in their sov- 
ereign capacity througn a convention — that 
me Legislature should submit the ques- 
tion ot "Convention cr no Convention ' to 
th* people, as was done in February, 
1861. Such a convention would nn- 
doubteoly speak the Stntinv nt» of the people 
of tse State, citizens aa w 11 aa sol. iere, as 
all would be consulted.

We cannot learn that any re- 
sistance wa« made, the citizens being taken 
completely by surprise; the first alarm being 
the crack'ing of flames and shonta ot the 
etie.ls. James H Lane was in the city, snd 
• is feared be has fallen into the hands or tbe 
juerrillas, aa H was almost impossible to t»- 
cstDe through th" lines. 

La»ge numbers of Union troops hsve been, 
sent in pursuit ol the rebsls, but with wnat 
success is not yet learned. 

M-»jor Anthonv, of this city, issued a proc- 
lamation, stating that the B-ot le of Leaven- 
worth need not apprehend any rouble, but 
requests every able-bodied cit zen to provide 
himself with the best arms he can procure 
and hold himself in readiness to aid their 
frierds in any part of the State at a 
notice.
